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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 15, line 4 the phrase "wiping cloth" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
On line 12 the phrase "are realized in the form" is indefinite as it does provide a 
positive limitation. What is in the form? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claims 15-16 and 18-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over DE 4,439,363 in view of DE 909,549. 

DE '363 teaches a textile cloth for wiping floors which is detachably affixed 
to a tentering frame wherein the cloth is at least partially protruding laterally 
beyond the holding surface (plate) and being tightened at the edge of the plate 
and the edge is reinforced by means of a rubber profile (2) sewn in by means of 
a seam so that the edge forms a stable inner frame for accommodating the plate. 
See Abstract. 

DE '363 does not require strips of felt. 
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DE '909 teaches a similar textile cloth with a tentering frame. Stiffening or 
stabilizing strips that are nearly as wide as the edge regions are provided. In 
addition the reference teaches the stiffening or stabilizing strips may be selected 
from different material and the material selected may be attached at the edge at 
a seam. See Abstract. 

In view of DE '909, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention was made to have selected a suitable 
stiffening or reinforcing strips as taught by DE 909 in order to reinforce the wiping 
cloth at the edge of the frame against protruding at the edge area. 

Claim 1 8: DE 363 teaches the rubber profile may be sewn. See Abstract. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE 4,439,363 in view of DE 909,549 as applied to claims 15-16 and 18-19 and 
further in view of Applicant's prior art admission. 

De '363 and 549 are discussed above. The references do not teach the 
reinforcing martial may be welded to the wiping cloth; however, the applicant on 
page 3, line 7 admits it is known to fold the edges of a cloth for wiping floors over 
and onto the upper side, and to secure the edges there by gluing them to the 
upper side. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention was made to have glued the reinforcing strip to the wiping cloth in 
order to enhance the mechanical strength or dimensional stability of the wiping 
cloth with the reinforcing material.
